CHAPTER 433. 
AN ACT to amend chapter 328, of the laws of 

1882, entitled, "an act to authorize the city of 
Milwaukee to establish and maintain a public 
museum in said city." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The board of trustees of the Mil-
waukee public museum are hereby authorized to 
appoint an acting custodian whenever the proper 
service of the museum shall require it, and for 
such time and on such terms as they may deem 
proper. Such acting custodian shall be ex-officio 
the acting secretary of said board of trustees, and 
his acts as such shall receive full credit. Said 
board of trustees are also authorized to appoint 
from time to time honorary curators, who shall 
perform such duties and have such special privi-
leges as may be provided in the by-laws of the 
museum, but shall receive no pecuniary compen-
sation. Such appointments shall be made of per-
sons who have manifested a special interest in 
the museum or some particular department 
thereof. 

SECTION 2. This act shall be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.
